In  the  early  months  of  the  year  a  serious  situation  arose  owing 
to  an  increased  demand  for  water  and  a  shortage  of  supply.  The 
depth  of  water  in  Whitefields  reservoirs  on  Feb.  9th,  dropped  to 
2’  0” — practically  exhaustion,  and  certain  of  the  higher  parts  of 
Ripon  were  without  water.  To  alleviate  this  position,  appeals 
were  made  for  the  saving  of  water  ;  the  supply  was  cut  off  during 
the  night,  and  a  supply  was  given  to  parts  of  the  City  by  water 
carts. 

Also  to  increase  the  supply,  raw  water  was  passed  directly 
into  the  City  mains  from  the  impounding  reservoirs.  Samples 
of  this  water  were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and  a  portable  chlorin¬ 
ating  plant  was  installed  at  Lumley  Moor  in  February. 
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Several  methods  adopted  to  improve  the  supply,  these  being  : 

(a)  Scraping  of  9”  main  from  Lumley  Moor  to  Whitefields. 

(b)  Increase  in  filtration  capacity  (new  Bell’s  mechanical 

filter  installed  in  September). 

(c)  Change  over  from  water  turbines  to  a  crude  oil  engine 

for  mechanical  filters. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  and  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
were  kept  informed  of  the  position,  and  on  the  2nd  April,  a  con¬ 
ference  was  held  in  London  between  Representatives  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  and  the  Ministry  of  Health,  when  the  whole  circumstances 
were  discussed  the  Officers  of  the  Ministry  emphasising  the 
necessity  of  chlorinating  the  raw  water  before  passing  it  into  the 
mains,  and  this  was  done.

Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  the  case  of  the  unsatisfactory 
samples,  and  subsequent  samples  proved  satisfactory. 

1941. 

This  year  the  pure  water  well  was  extended  by  the  addition 
of  a  concrete  tank,  and  the  old  one  enlarged  from  5,000  to  8,000 
gallons  capacity.  The  new  10”  main  from  Lumley  Moor  and 
the  new  reservoir  at  Birkby  Nab  under  construction. 

A  protective  coping  consisting  of  galvanized  iron  sheeting 
2  ft.  high  has  been  fixed  round  the  coping  of  Whitefields  service 
reservoir  to  keep  out  rodents,  etc.,  and  strands  of  wire  have  been 
placed  across  the  reservoir  as  a  preventive  against  birds  alighting 
on  and  fouling  the  water. 

632  trees  have  been  felled  in  the  vicinity  of  Lumley  Moor 
reservoir.

Craven  Gill  Farm — which  has  been  a  source  of  contamination 
on  the  gathering  ground  for  many  years — has  been  purchased 
and  the  buildings  demolished. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  trees  at  Lumley  Moor  Water¬ 
works  have  now  been  felled. 

The  new  10”  main  from  Lumley  Moor  and  the  reservoir  at 
Birkby  Nab  are  now  working  as  a  complete  unit,  and  will,  in  future 
years,  be  of  inestimable  benefit  to  the  City. 

A  permanent  chlorinatng  plant  has  been  installed  at  Lumley 
Moor  in  place  of  the  temporary  one  fixed  in  1940. 

During  April  and  May  trouble  was  experienced  at  Whitefields 
reservoir  by  an  infestation  of  insects — Corixa  Geoffravi — which 
were  present  in  large  numbers.  The  reservoir  was  cleaned  out 
and  the  walls  washed  with  Bisulphate  of  Lime,  which  effected  a 
cure.

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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


An  eyesore  and  a  fruitful  source  of  nuisance  for  many  years 
has  been  done  away  with  by  the  construction  of  a  new  sewer  and 
pump  house  from  Ure  Bank  to  the  City’s  sewage  works  at  Fisher- 
green.  The  original  filter  beds  adjoining  the  river  at  Ure  Bank 
were  quite  incapable  of  dealing  with  the  sewage,  a  most  unsatis¬ 
factory  effluent  being  discharged  into  the  river.  The  new  sewer 
is  laid  from  Ure  Bank  to  a  pump  house  on  the  North  bank  of  the 
river  in  Sharow  Parish,  where  the  sewage  is  pumped  to  a  high 
level  sewer  through  which  it  flows  by  gravitation  to  the  sewage 
works.  This  scheme  was  in  operation  towards  the  end  of  1942. 

No  other  extentions  of  note  have  been  carried  out  during 
1938 — 1941.

REFUSE  REMOVAL. 
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The  old  Bedford  refuse  lorry  developed  defects  towards  the  end  of  1939,  and  the  Corporation  decided  to 
purchase  a  new  vehicle.  An  order  was  therefore  placed  for  a  Dennis  7/9  cubic  yard  side  leading  vehicle  at  a  cost  of 
^563  10s.  Od.  The  machine  commenced  work  on  the  26th  March,  1940. 
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SALVAGE  OF  MATERIALS. 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  essential  materials  due  to  the  ex¬ 
igencies  of  war,  the  salvage  of  materials  from  household  refuse 
and  other  sources  was  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  1940,  at 
the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Supply. 

To  ease  transport  difficulties,  a  trailer  was  purchased  during 
1940,  and  has  been  of  considerable  value  in  the  house-to-house 
collection  of  materials. 

Up  to  and  including  the  year  1942,  a  considerable  number 
of  appeals  were  made  for  salvage  materials,  and  several  special 
drives  were  held  to  foster  enthusiasm.  These  resulted  in  the 
following  amounts  of  materials  being  returned  to  industry  for 
re-use,  and  can  be  considered  very  satisfactory.  1  he  results  are 
to  the  31st  of  March  each  year.

The  contraventions  were  principally  in  regard  to  non- 
exhibition  of  notices  prescribed  by  the  Shops  Acts,  and  to  keeping 
open  longer  than  permitted  hours. 

Advice  is  given  to  the  Chamber  of  Trade  as  to  closing  of  shops 
on  the  half-days  previous  to  and  after  Christmas  holidays  in 
accordance  with  Home  Office  circulars. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Inspections — principally  in  regard  to  caravans,  have  been 
as  follows  : 

1938 — 8,  1939—192,  1940—86,  1941—50,  1942—29. 

From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  during  1939  there  was 
a  considerable  influx  of  caravan  dwellers.  These  people  came  from 
danger  areas  to  Ripon,  and  a  proportion  were  fairground  and 
amusement  proprietors,  who  were  temporarily  out  of  business 
owing  to  war  circumstances. 

In  general,  the  sites  chosen  for  camping  were  quite  unsatis¬ 
factory,  there  being  no  adequate  sanitary  arrangements. 

20  informal  notices  served  were  complied  with  by  the  caravan 
dwellers  moving  on.  41  Statutory  notices  were  served  on  caravan 
dwellers  and  owners  of  the  land,  and  30  of  these  were  complied 
with  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  the  remaining  11  cases,  proceedings  were  instituted,  and 
the  cases  were  heard  in  January,  1940.  These  were  all  in  respect 
of  caravans  on  Wm.  Hall’s  land,  Palace  Road.  The  Bench  made 
an  order  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance  by  the  removal  of  the 
living  vans  entirely  from  the  site  within  28  days,  and  ordered  each 
defendent  to  pay  £1  3s.  6d.  costs. 

No  sites  have  been  licensed  by  the  Corporation  for  use  as 
camping  grounds  and  the  occasional  caravan  dwellers  on  unsuitable 
sites  during  the  years  1940-2  have  moved  on  when  prosecution 
has  been  threatened.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  last  five  years  no  complaint  has  been  received 
about  excessive  emission  of  smoke  from  any  premises. 

An  average  of  3  half  hourly  observations  have  been  taken 
per  year,  but  no  contravention  of  byelaws  was  observed. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

Examination  and  samples  in  previous  years  have  indicated 
the  excellent  condition  of  the  Spa  Baths  water,  and  this  state 
has  generally  continued  throughout  the  period  covered  by  the 
report.  One  sample  during  1942  was  somewhat  unsatisfactory 
due  to  a  breakdown  in  the  chlorinating  plant  and  staffing  diffi¬ 
culties.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  to  improve  the  water.

It  may  be  as  well  to  explain  the  above  figures  a  little  more 
fully.  The  very  few  houses  found  infested  during  the  years 
1939-40-41  is  probably  due  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  having  to 
give  so  much  time  to'  matters  of  civil  defence  rather  than  to  the 
inspection  of  property — particularly  Corporation  houses.  _  Of  the 
8  Corporation  houses  found  infested,  5  were  on  the  Priest  Lane 
Estate,  2  in  Stonebridgegate  Flats,  and  1  in  Alma  Gardens. 

A  specialist  firm — Messrs.  British  Fumigants  Ltd — were 
instructed  to  carry  out  disinfestation  work  at  the  Corporation 
houses.  This  has  proved  a  very  successful  method. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Elementary  Schools  from  a 
cleanliness  standpoint  has  been  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  sanitary  fitments  at  the  Cathedral  Boys’  School 
have  been  improved.

A  Clearance  Order  was  made  in  respect  of  Belle  Vue  Yard,  and  was 
ultimately  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  the  above  two 
areas  in  Stonebridgegate.  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  were  also  made  in 
respect  of  two  other  areas  in  Stonebridgegate — Nos.  8  and  9 — these  being 
included  in  the  Stonebridgegate  No.  4  Clearance  Area  declared  during  1936. 

These  Orders — comprising  a  total  of  41  houses  and  185  persons — were 
confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  with  very  slight  modification.

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RE-OCCUPATION  OF  CON  DEMN  HD  HOUSES. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  war  there  has  been  an  influx  of  people  into  Ripon 
and  all  the  available  accommodation  has  been  taken  up. 

In  addition,  many  persons  have  taken  possession  of  vacant  condemned 
houses  from  which  the  occupants  had  been  removed  to  Corporation  houses. 
These  have  been  occupied  as  follows  : —

From  a  study  of  the  above  results,  it  was  obvious  that  the  mechanical 
milkers  were  at  fault — the  trouble  was  found  to  be  inadequate  facilities  for 
thorough  sterilisation.  The  milking  machines  were  thoroughly  sterilized 
prior  to  the  taking  of  sample  No.  10.  Subsequently,  the  facilities  for 
sterilization  of  the  whole  equipment  were  considerably  improved  and  samples 
taken  at  later  dates  were  satisfactory. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  this  instance  the  producer’s  veterinary 
expenses  for  the  treatment  of  mastitis  (“  Fellon”)  in  the  udders  of  his  cattle 
were  very  considerably  reduced  after  the  sterilizing  equipment  had  been 
fixed,  the  inference  being  that  bacteria  were  previously  thriving  in  the  tubes 
of  the  milking  machine  and  accordingly  infecting  the  udders.

The  majority  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples — those  shown  outside  the 
black  line  in  the  above  table — were  from  producers  outside  the  City.  Re- 
taliers  concerned  were  written  to,  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Rural 
Area  was  informed  so  that  direct  contact  could  be  made  with  the  producers.

There  are  no  Producers  of  designated  milks  in  the  City. 

In  September,  1942,  the  bottling  of  T.T.  milk  in  the  City  was  discontinued.

Control  of  Slaughtering. 

Comment  may  be  made  on  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  (Restriction 
on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940,  S.R.  and  O.,  1940,  No.  41  made  by  the  Minister 
of  Food  which  provides  that,  with  certain  exceptions,  no  person  shall,  for 
human  consumption,  slaughter  or  cause  to  be  slaughtered,  any  livestock  as 
defined  in  the  Order,  except  with  the  authority  of  the  Minister  of  Food. 

The  effect  in  Ripon  was  as  follows  :  From  15/1/40,  slaughtering  was 
confined  to  two  of  the  more  recently  erected  slaughterhouses  ;  (1)  owned 

by  Mr.  J.  C.  Rogers,  Princess  Road,  and  (2)  owned  by  Mr.  J  Gaunt,  Bondgate. 
Cattle  and  sheep  were  slaughtered  at  Princess  Road,  and  pigs  at  Bondgate. 
As  the  slaughtering  for  the  Ripon  Rural  District  as  well  as  the  City  was 
concentrated  in  these  two  slaughterhouses,  a  certain  amount  of  overcrowding 
took  place.  This  resulted  in  the  slaughterhouse  of  Mr.  R.  Smithson,  North 
Street,  being  taken  as  a  hanging  room  for  the  overflow  from  Princess  Road  ; 
it  was  also  used  as  the  Depot  for  frozen  meat.  It  will  be  appreciated  that 
a  lot  of  handling  and  difficult  transportation  of  freshly-killed  meat  took 
place.  This  so  adversely  affected  the  condition  of  the  meat  that  repre¬ 
sentations  were  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  two  principal  facts.  (1)  the 
condition  of  the  meat,  and  (2)  the  bad  approach  to  and  the  congested  situation 
of  Smithson’s  premises. 

After  some  delay,  an  extention  was  built  to  Roger’s  slaughterhouse  to 
be  used  as  a  Depot  for  the  North  Eastern  Wholesale  Meat  Association,  Ltd. 
(N.E.W.M.S.A.)  A  W.C.,  urinal  and  an  air  raid  shelter  was  also  provided. 

The  control  of  wholesale  and  retail  distribution  of  meat  settled  down 
as  a  satisfactory  scheme  in  Ripon  towards  the  end  of  1940. 

The  Ministry  discontinued  the  use  of  Gaunt’s  slaughterhouse  November, 
1941,  and  thereafter  all  animals  for  Ripon  City  and  the  Rural  District  were 
slaughtered  at  the  Princess  Road  slaughterhouse. 

Apart  from  the  two  slaughterhouses  referred  to  above,  no  slaughtering 
has  taken  place  in  any  other  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  City  since  the 
14th  January,  1940. 
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It  may  be  as  well  to  record  that  a  licence  under  section  57  of  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  not  required  for  the  Princess  Road  slaughterhouse, 
as  the  Minister  of  Food  is  Agent  for  the  Crown. 

Meat  Inspection. 

Mr.  D.  A.  McPhee  resigned  the  position  of  Meat  Inspector,  May,  1942, 
and  Mr.  W.  L.  Ingham,  Sanitary  Inspector,  was  appointed  from  the  15th 
May.

On  the  26th  January  and  7th  December,  1940,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
issued  Circular  1903  and  2230  resspectivelv  on  the  need  for  special  efforts 
by  Local  Authorities  to  secure  the  immunisation  of  as  many  children  as 
possible  in  order  to  meet  the  increased  risks  which  inevitably  arise  out  of 
war  conditions. 

Although  previous  campaigns  had  resulted  in  a  considerable  proportion 
of  the  children  being  immunised,  this  later  advice  was  followed  with  the 
result  that  by  the  end  of  1942,  approximately  93%  of  school-age  children 
and  50%  of  pre-school-age  children  had  received  a  complete  course  of  im¬ 
munisation. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  is  the  authority  for  Venereal  Diseases 
in  the  City  of  Ripon. 

A  special  film  show  on  V.D.  propaganda  was  given  at  the  Palladium 
Cinema  on  the  5th  March,  1939,  and  there  was  an  address  by  Mr.  R.  D. 
Sanders.  This  occasion  attracted  a  very  large  audience— including  a  large 
proportion  of  men  and  women  in  the  Services. 

Cases  are  referred  by  local  Doctors  to  clinics  which  are  held  at  Harrogate 
General  Hospital  and  York  Infirmary. 

So  far  as  Ripon  City  is  concerned,  the  incidence  of  Venereal  Diseases 
is  not  serious. 


SCABIES. 

On  the  14th  November,  1941.  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  circular 
2517  together  with  S.R.  &  O.  1941,  No.  1724.  This  S.R.  &  O.  gives  more 
power  to  Local  Authorities  to  combat  the  increase  of  Scabies,  which  has 
resulted  from  wartime  conditions,  such  as  overcrowding  and  difficulties  in 
maintaining  personal  cleanliness.  The  circular  states  :  - 

“  The  disease  and  such  consequencies  of  it  as  loss  of  sleep  from  irritation 
lead  to  loss  of  efficiency  detrimental  to  the  war  effort  ;  and  this 
makes  it  necessary  to  resort  to  emergency  powers  for  providing 
further  preventive  measures  against  its  incidence  and  spread. 

Doubts  arose  as  to  the  respective  responsibilities  of  the  County  Council 
and  the  District  Authority,  but  this  point  was  cleared  by  the  issue  of  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  2645.  The  County  Council  have  now  allowed  the  use 
of  the  First  Aid  Post,  and  accepted  other  responsibilities,  e.g.  services  of 
School  Nurse,  cost  of  drugs  and  disinfestation  of  clothing,  etc.  Valuable 
assistance  is  also  given  by  the  personnel  of  the  First  Aid  Post. 

A  Clinic  was  opened  at  the  First  Aid  Post  on  19th  August,  1942,  and

MISCELLANEOUS. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

The  Factories  Act,  1937,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1938. 
It  supersedes  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of  1901,  and  the  administration 
of  its  provisions  will  undoubtedly  result  in  raising  the  standard  of  factory 
life.  The  Act  places  more  responsibility  on  District  Councils,  the  chief 
addition  being  the  granting  of  licences  respecting  means  of  escape  in  case 
of  fire. 

In  accordance  with  Sec.  128  of  the  Act,  the  Corporation  appointed  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  carry  out  the  prescribed  duties.  Unfortunately,  as 
with  other  items,  measures  for  civil  defence  have  prevented  much  work 
being  done  in  connection  with  the  Factories  Act.

In  August,  1939,  a  memorandum  was  addressed  to  all  licensees  pointing 
out  the  risks  which  would  arise  in  the  event  of  air  attacks,  particularly  in 
the  form  of  incendiary  bombs,  and  the  consequent  danger  to  life  and  surround 
ing  property  if  storage  tanks  were  perforated.  Suggestions  to  minimize 
this  danger  were  given. 


REQUISITION  OF  IRON  RAILINGS.

LETTING  OF  CORPORATION  HOUSES. 

In  January,  1939,  a  new  and  improved  scheme  was  adopted  for  the 
letting  of  Corporation  houses.  Previously,  the  letting  had  been  done  by  a 
sub-committee  making  a  choice  from  the  list  of  applications. 

The  new  method  is  based  on  priority  of  application,  the  lists  being  divided 
into  3  sections — applications  for  1,  2  or  3  bedroom  type  houses  respectively. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  have  descretionary 
powers  in  the  cases  of  families  needing  re-housing  on  medical  or  other  grounds. 
Allowance  is  also  made  for  the  exchange  of  Corporation  houses  where  this 
is  desirable,  principally  on  grounds  of  reduction  or  increase  in  size  of  family.

A 
small  charge  is  made  for  the  tin  owing  to  shortage  of  supplies,  but  the  tin 
is  refilled  as  often  as  reasonably  necessary  free  of  charge.
